like a cloud and with one consent rebel 
ayainat their rulora. What a calamity to 
China! The Chioceo know it-and there- 
foro ara the moto unwilling to become 
Uhristiane, and even Lhough tho authoritic, , 
did not forbid men to become Christians 
they would themselves tall others not to do 
aa,” }? . 

Sir Robert Hart seems to have spoken 
of a possible conflict between China and 
foreign. Powers whic aight end in tho 
disintegration cf the Empire. The passing 
away of the Ttwperial power would, tho 
Chineao writer saya, he for from again to 
wertern countries. ‘ Who is it,’ he nsks, 
‘who to-day allows foreign trade and 
foroign missions? It is the Emperor, but 
the people do not want it. However, 
although th y do not want it, there ie tho 
Emperor and'there are the Emperor's com 
mands to his ministora ta negotiate treaties 
with foreign ainbassndors, and uo one in 
the Empire dares to disobey, but this ia 
ono great and elear result of China being 
under the rulo of an ubsolute monarch. 
Suppose now the Emperor should at some 
futuro date issue a proclamatiun paying 
‘The treatice with foreign cuartrica Kuve 
many inconveniences for tha peoplo of 
China. For myself I canno: decido (on 
thoir renewal), the poople may decide the 
matter for’ themavlyes,’ the people would 
in that caro promptly end energetically 
with necmmuluted passion and deep hatred 
cppose the foreigner. At the news of 
this proclamation even the little childron 
would propute themeclves and take up 
apear and cudgel and go forward against 
tho farcigner regardless of dangot.’ 

The above extrnctashow the temper and 
the bent of this writer's mind. He hates 
tho foreigner, merchant- and missionary 
alike ; the one isa thief and the other isa 
villain, He has more to say in abuse of 
both, but the passages already translated 
suffice to expluin what he thinks of us and 
what would he our fate if he could vbtain 
the desires of bia heat. 

The outbreaks againat foreigners thie 
year have been specially characterised by 
attacks on the Orphanagas of the Roman 
Catholics. Even in Wusach, whera Messrs. 
Argent and Green were murdered, the riot 
was easeotially an anti-orphanage riot al- 
though there was no orphanage in the placa. 
Ubildren were being brought in from 
country districts to Wusueb to be forwarded 
to the orphanage at Kinkiang. Rumour 
was busy in describing what was to be done 


with them when ‘hey got there. The minds 
of the Wasueh people wera wrought up n 
with horriblo tnloa of tho barbarities 
practised hy the Romaniste on the childran 
whom they profess to befriend ; hints 
wera-thrown out that (ho bungalows of tha 
Wesloyan Mission on tha hills opposite to 
Wuasueh were a sort of kitchen where babies 
wore boiled, and at last all this wild talk 
produced its natural result, An asgault 
was made on the forsigners, the only men 
who could be found were publicly murdor- 
ed, the women and children wero barely 
allowed to eseaps with their fives, and the 
houses and chapel of the Wesleyan Mission 
were lcoted and destroyed.. 

Tu view of these facts the contents of the

Books, 18 far us they vvar on the orphanage 
work uf the missionaries, are worthy of 
special attention, Tho officials would find 
it very hard to deny that the sum and sub- 
stances of afl the anti-orphanage s‘andera 
which produced such terrible results during 
the present summer are to be found in 
these BIne Boks, The talk of the teasbops 
in Wusueh was the echo of docnwenta 
published with the aathority of high offi- 
ciala, The stroume of popular fonatioi: 
spring from the fountain of official maligni- 
ty, ‘This subject will require to bo truated 
by itself. In the present paper I shall 
content myself with showing what the Blue 
Books have to eay about other charges 
brought against the Roman Catholics be- | 
aides those that selate to orphanages. 

Tu Book No, 111, of this collection, mis- 
sions are dealt with at considerable longth 
iu two chapters entitled: ‘The gradual 
demoralisation of China,’ and ‘The ex- 
pulsion of Ohristianity from Kiangei and 
Hunan,’ The firet of these two chap- 


\tora seems to bo made up of about lt 


pages of quotation from an intangely anti- 


Christian dock entitled FA PEA or 


Noteson China and the Weat, wisn niu pagea 
of additional matter from the pen of the 
editor of the Bluo Books himself, The 
eccund chapter has about seven pages of 
quotation from the same source, with about 
two pages of supplementary information by 
the editor. 

T pasa over everything in these books 
that woy be evid to be merely hostile criti- 
cism of the historic facte on which Chris. 
tianity is based, or of the doctrines which 
ibteaches, Thoru is plenty of anti-Christian 
matter in tho collvction which is vulgar, 
coarse aod ignorant. The facta of the Gos. 
pel story are misrepresented and its doc 
trines are travestied, But of that nothing 
need ba said now. Many of the objections 
which are urged egainst Christianity are 
as old as Christiqnity itself and have been 
made again and again in other lands. We 
have uvt now to consider assaults made 
on Christianity but assaults made on life 
and property. In my previous paper I 
pointed out that the Chinoso hatred of 
tho forcigner is dircoted against him os a 
foreigner, and cnly subordinately as a 
twissiousry, A missionary friend of mine 
who visited ono of the largo towns in 
Hunan some time azo tells me that the 
words he heard everywhere were not 
“ Hore comos thy man who wants to make 
ug Christians,” but “ Hore comes the man 
who wanta to stesl aur trad.” In many 
parte of the interior the missionary is the 
only foreigner who is known, and therefore 
calumuy spends itself in vilifying the 
woissionary werk. When in tho old Canton 
days thé merchant waa the-only foreigaor 
that was known, the anti-foreign feeling 
used to vant itself apon him.”
